In  order  to  follow  this  history  in  its  suoeessive 
developments,  we  must  commence  with  the  fore- 
shadowing* of  the  movement  which  finally  cul- 
minated in  the  disruption  and  consequent  section - 
alization  of  the  Democratic  party.  This  pre- 
liminary step  was  deemed  necessary  to  the  suc- 
cess of  any  disunion  movement,  for  so  long  us  the 
Democracy,  whether  with  or  without  reason, 
maintained  their  prestige  as  ti  national  party,  it 
was  seen  that  the  necessary  pretext  for  a  disso- 
lution of  the  Union  would  be  difficult  to  find,  es- 
pecially as  the  Southern  mind  had  long  been  sed- 
ulously taught  to  repose  its  hope9  on  both  the 
ability  and  willingness  of  the  Democracy  to  pro- 
tect and  maintain  the  rights  of  the  South.  It  was, 
therefore,  essential  in  the  first  place  to  disenchant 
the  South  of  this  illusion  with  regard  to  the 
Democratic  or  any  other  Sationul parly.  Hence  the 
significance  of  the  following  extract  from  the 
well-known  letter  uddrcssed  by  the  Hon.  William 
I..  Yancey  to  Mr.  Slaughter,  under  date  of  June 
16,  1868: 

'•The  remedy  of  the  South  is  in  a  diligent  organi- 
zation of  her  true  men  for  prompt  resistance  to 
the  next  aggression.  It  must  come  in  the  nature 
of  things.  So  nutlunu.1  party  cuh  nave  u*;  no 
sectional  party  con  ever  do  it.  But  if  we  could 
do  tut  our  fathers  did — organite~'committee»  of 

ufety'  all  over  the  cotton  Statos,  (and  it  is  only 
iu  them  that  we  can  hope  for  any  effective  move- 
ment)—  we  shall  lire  the  Southern  heart,  instruct 
the  Southern  mind,  give  oourage  to  each  other, 
and  at  the  enorse  MOVENT,  by  one  organized  con- 
certed action,  wr  can  precipitate  the  cotton  State*  into 
.1  revolution." 

According  to  this  view,  a  national  party,  be- 
cause of  its  very  iMltl'min/r'ljr.  TllrTlTt  be  expected 
to  save  the  South,  as  Mr.  Yancey  understands 

.diatom.  Just  as  little oun  t\  sectional  party  hope 
to  accomplish  this  eiul.'became  a  Southern  sec- 
tional party  must  needs  be  too  weak,  to  carry 
its  purposes.  In  either  event,  therefore,  dis- 
union is  the  only  ultimate  remedy,  as  it  is  the 
mily  and  ibe  inevitable  result  contemplated  by 
the  writer. 

The  successive  stages  reached  in  the  initial 
steps  of  this  movement  will  be  discerned  in 
the  I.. Mowing  extracts  from  the  Mobile  Mercury 
..t  April,  1869,  reflective  of  the  disunion  senti- 
ment cherished  by  a  portion  of  the  Southern  De- 
mi hi  racy  : 

"The  times  are  now  ripe  for  the  organization 
of  a  political  movement  in  the  slaveholding 
-  tales,  irrespective  of  course  of  all  old  party  desig- 
and  there  are  peculiar  reasons  why  such 


nations 

a  movement  should  be  undertaken  now  and  here. 
Indeed,  we  are  credibly  informed  that  conference! 
hare  alriady  been  held  by  teadiioj  patriotic  gentle- 
men in  thi*  city,  of  all  parties,  and  the  plane  of  a 
Southern  organization  have  been  *el  on  foot  and  at 
most  matured  preparatory  to  action.     We  enrnestly 
hope  the  good  work  may  go  on,  and  speedily 
The  country,  we  repent,  is  ripe  for  the  movement 
and,  if  judiciously  inaugurated,  it  will  sweep 
over  the  land  with  a  force  that  no  opposition 
will  be  able  to  check.    We  therefore  caution  our 
friends  in  the  country  everywhere,  to  be  prepared 
lor  it,  and  to  keep  theineelve*  free  from  all  entang 
ling  alliances  which  amy  hinder  them  from  joining  in 
it  uutrammeled. 

In  the  ^following  October,  the  Charleston  Mer- 
cury put  forth  the  subjoined  programme,  by  which 
the  "preliminaries"  could  be  arranged 

"1.  That  the  Legislatures  of  the  Southern 
States,  at  their  next  meetings,  distinctly  declare 
the  rights  of  the  South,  as  plainly  deduciblo  from 
the  Dred  Scott  ease,  uccotnpaniod  with  a  resolu- 
tion that  tbuy  will  vote  for  no  one  for  the  Presi 
deney  or  Vice  Presidency  of  the  United  States 
who  does  not  plainly  and  distinctly  affirm  and 
support  them  without  BOB  commitalism.  dodging 
or  equivocation 

"2.  Should  the  Charleston  Convention  declare 
and  affirm  these  rights,  and  nominate  candidates 
for  the  Presidency  and  Vice  Presidency  who  dis- 
tinctly support  them,  then  the  Southern  States 
will  support  such  candidates,  and  should  they 
be  elected,  proof  will  bo  afforded  that  tho  South 
may  continue  with  safety  in  tho  Confederacy. 

"3.  But  should  the  candidates  for  the  Pres 
deney  and  Vice  Presidency,  thus  fairly  nominated 
by  the  Charleston  Convention,  be  defeated  in  the 
Presidential  election,  und  the  Republican  or  Abo 
lition  party  succeed  in  electing  their  candidates 
then  the  Southern  Legislatures,  as  soon  thereafte 
as    they    shall  successively    assemble  together 
should  recall  their  Senators  and  Representatives 
from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
vite  the  co-operation   of  their  sister  Southern 
Stutes  to  devise  means  for  their  common  safety. 

"4.  But  should  the  Charleston  Convention  r 
fuse  to  declare  and  affirm  the  rights  of  the  South 
as  deducible  from  the  Dred  Scott  case,  or  nomi 
nate  candidates  who  will  not  affirm  and  support 
them,  then  let  the  Southern  States  nominate 
und  support  candidates  of  their  own,  plainly  and 
faithfully  reflecting  and  supporting  their  rights 
"6  Should  the  Southtm  State*  nucceed  in  electing 
their  tectional  candidate*,  thu*  nominated,  of  court* 
they  will  deem  it  a  tufficicnt  proof  von  tbk  present 
of  their  eafety  in  the  Union. 

"8.  But  should  the  Southern  States  fail  in  elect 
ing  their  sectional  candidates  thus  nominated 
then  let  the  same  course  be  pursued  us  bus  been 
suggested  in  case  the  Democratic  party  be  defeated 
with  candidates  standing  on  the  rights  of  the 
South,  and  the  Black  Republican  or  Abolition 
candidates  be  elected. 

The  prestige  of  national  parties  being  under- 
mined, and  tho  formation  of  a  new  Confederation 
having  been  concerted,  it  next  became  necessary 
for  the  originators  of  the  movement  to  devise  an 
expedient  by  which  the  Democratic  party  might 
he  denationalized,  their  hold  on  the  Southern 
mind  weakened,  and  their  power  so  destroyed  ns 
to  render  them  an  easy  prey  to  the  Republican 
party,  upon  whoso  success  it  was  arranged,  ac- 
cording to  these  historical  probabilities,  to  sus- 
pend a  dissolution  of  the  Union.  Such,  it  is  charg- 
ed, was  the  programme.  The  evidence  in  support 
of  the  representation  is  found  in  the  events  that 
followed,  and  in  those  now  passing  before  the  eyes 
uf  the  American  people.  We  cite  a  few  of  the  sa 
lient  points  in  the  drama. 

The  State  Convention  of  the  Alabama  Democ 
racy  met  on  the  11th  of  January  last.    Mr.  Van 
cey,  a  prominent  and  influential  delegate,  is  ad 
mitted  to  have  suggested,  if  not  controlled,  its 
deliberations.      The  line  of   action   which  he 
recommended  is  disclosed  in  the  following  cx 
tract  from   a  speech  he  delivered  before  that 
body  : 

"To  obtain  the  aid  of  the  Democracy  in  this 
contest  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  contest  in  its 

Charleston  Convention.      In  that  body  Doug- 


las' adherent*  will  press  his  doctrine  to  a  decision. 
If  the  State  Rights  men  keep  out  of  that  Conven- 
tion, that  decision  must  inevitably  be  against  the 
South,  and  that  cither  in  direct  favor  of  the  Doug- 
las doctrine,  or  by  the  endorsement  of  the  Cincin- 
nati platform,  under  which  Douglas  claims  shelter 
for  his  principles. "^The;State  Rights  men  should 
present  in  that  Convention  their  demand  for  a 
decision,  and  they  will  obtain  an  endorsement  of 
their  demands,  or  a  denial  of  thene  demand:  If 
indorsed,  we  shall  have  greater  hope  of  triumph 
within  the  Union.  If  denied,  in  my  opinion, 
tho  Stale  Rights  wing|'«Ao«M  secede  from  the  Con- 
vention and  appeal  to  the  whole  people  of  the  South, 
without  distinction  of  parties,  and  organize  anoth- 
er Convention  upon  the  basis  of  their  principles, 
and  go  into  tho  election  with  a  candidate  nomi- 
nated by  it,  as  a  grand  Constitutional  party.  But 
in  the  }'re*ideuliot  content  a  Black  Republican  may 
be  elected.  J  J  thi*  dire  et)e nt  should happen,  in  my 
opinion  the  only  hopt  of  'safety  for  the  South  it  in 
a  withdrawal  frotnjthr  Union  before^Jie  ehall  be  in- 
augurated ;  before  the  sword  and  the  treasury  of 
the  goveruinenti«hall  hc^placed  iu  tho  keeping  of 
that  party.  /  would  suggest  that  the  several  State 
Legislaturrs~*hould ,  by  f/oir,  reqnire-tthe  Governor, 
tehen  it  ehall  be  made  mnnifett  that  the  Black  Re- 
publican candidate  for  the  Fretidency  thall  receive 
a  majority  of  the  electoral  vote,  to  call  a  Convention 
of  the  people  of  the  State,  to  assemble  in  lime  to  pro- 
vide for  their  tafety  before  the  4th  of  March,  1881. 
If,  however,  a  Black  Republican  should  not  be 
elected,  then,  in  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  making 
this  contest  within  the  Union,  we  should  initiate 
measures  in  Congress  which  should  lead  to  a  re- 
peal of  all  the  unconstitutional  uets  against 
slavery.  If  we  should  fail  to  obtain  so  just  a 
system  of  legislation,  then  the  South  should  seek 
her  independence  out  of  the  Union." 

How  truly  this  programme  was  fulfilled,  so  far 
at  regards  the  Legislature  of  Alabama,  is  read  in 
the  following  resolutions,  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  approved  by  the  Oovemor  of  that  State 
on  the  25th  of  February  1860: 

"1st.  Beit  revdved  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  in  General 
Assembly  convened,  That  tho  Stnto  of  Alabama, 
fully  concurring  with  the  Slate  of  South  Carolina, 
in  affirming  the  right  of  any  State  lo  secede  from 
the  Confederacy,  whenever,  in  her  judgment,  such 
a  step  is  demanded  by  the  honor,  interests  and 
safety  of  her  people,  is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact 
that  "the  assaults  upon  the  institution  of  slavery, 
and  upon  the  rights  and  equality  of  the  Southern 
Stutes,  unceasingly  continued  with  increasing 
violence  and  in  new  and  more  nlarming  forms,  may 
constrain  her  to  a  reluctant,  but  early  exercise  of 
that  invaluable  right. 

"2d.  Be  it  further  resolved,  That,  in  tho  ab- 
sence of  any  preparation  for  a  systematic  co-ope- 
ration of  the  Southern  Stutes  in  resisting  tho  ag- 
gressions of  their  enemies,  Alabama  acting  for 
herself,  has  solemnly  declared  that  under  no 
circumstances  will  she  submit  to  the  foul  domina- 
tion of  a  sectional  Northern  party,  has  provided 
for  the  call  of  u  Convention  in  the  event  of  the 
triumph  of  such  a  faction  in  the  approaching 
Presidential  election:  and,  to  maintain  the  po- 
sition thus  deliberately  assumed,  has  appropri 
uted  the  sum  of  $200,000  for  the  military  contin 
geneies  which  such  a  course  may  involve." 

How  exactly  •    much  of  the  programme  us  re 
lated  to  a  contingent  secession  from  the  Demo 
cratic  National  Convention  was  carried  out  we 
need  not  pause,  in  view  of  recent  and  current 
events,  to  designate    Prophecy  has  already  been 
converted  into  fact.    It  is  to  the  consequences 
that  we  turn  our  attention.    These  eonsequen 
ces  are  seen  in  the  open  expression  of  disunion 
tendencies,  confessed  in  the  columns  of  certain

It  may  bo  asked  what  hopes  have  we  from 
the  Presidential  struggle.    On  this  point  we  have 
not  time  to-day  to  dilute  in  full.    Our  hopes  are 
higher  than  any  to  be  founded  on  a  more  Presiden- 
tial result.     The  contest  will  leave  the  South 
united  an  a  party,  united  an  a  section,  united  in  th 
purpose  of  right  auet  *elf-dej'enne,  and  ready,  if  ever, 
under  aroused  excitement  und  common  indigna 
tion,  lo  meet  the   real  necllnnal  issue,  brought  up 
under  a  forced  Heetionul  array,  to  solve  it  by  either 
submission  to  Black  Republican  rule  ut  Washing- 
ton, or  a   resort  to   her  own  te/f -government 
srsiarul*  aud  independent  form." 

From  tho  Camden  (Alabama)  Register. 
We  run  up  our  flag  to  day  for  Breckinridge  and 
Lane,  the  Democratic  nominees  for  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States.     We  have  un- 
waveringly concluded  for  the  last  ten  yearn  that  it 
would  be  better  (for  ull  concerned)  to  make  fen 
more  etintinct  government*  of  the  territory  comprising 
th*  United  State*  of  America — and  that  such  will 
ultimately  be  done  there  can  be  no  sort  of  doubt

Tho  Montgomery  (Alabama)  Mail,  a  Brvckin 
ridge  Democratic  journal,  contains  the  following 
programme  of  operations  in  its  number  of  July 
Mk 

"fill.  Way  to  Dissolve  toe  Union. — Run  three 
Presidential  tickets  against  Lincoln,  thereby  giv- 
ing Lincoln  the  best  chance  for  election.  After 
Lincoln  is  elected,  some  Southern  communities 
most  of  them,  perhaps — will  rcfuso  to  let  a  post 
master  appointed  under  his  Administration  take 
possession  of  the  office.    Then  tho  United  States 
authorities  will  be  interposed  to  'enforce  the  law. 
Then  the  United  States  authorities  will  either  be 
shot  down  or  they  will  shoot  somebody  down. 
Then  the  people  of  the  community  will  rise  up 
against  the  United  States  Government,  and  will 
he  sustained  by  neighboring  communities,  unti" 
civil  war,  with  etlt  it*  horrible  butcheries,  encclop* 
the  land  in  a  shroud  of  blooil  anil  carnagel 

"Yes,  if  you  wish  to  bring  this  delightful  state 
of  utfuirs  about,  run  three  ticket*  in  the  South  againtt 
Lincoln.    If  you  don't,  then  run  but  one  ticket,  and 


let  that  ticket  be  not  only  the  *trouge*t,  but  also  in 
favor  of  Southern  equality  in  the  L  nion,  unequiv 


equality  i 
That  ticket  is  lit- 


ocolly  expressed. 
Lane." 

If  such  is  the  language  of  certain  Breckinridge 
journals,  the  terms  employed  by  some  among  his 
most  distinguished  and  ardent  supporters  are 
equally  significant.  We  cite  from  a  letter  of  the 
Hon.  Lawrence  M.  Keitt,  of  South  Carolina 
der  date  of  July  18,  I860,  us  follows: 

"And  how  can  the  South  be  saved  from  injury  if 
the  Republican  party  succeeds  in  the  coming  Pres- 
idential election?  /  antwer  only  by  ellnnolving  the 
Government  immediately.  If  this  party  succeeds, 
loyalty  to  the  Union  would  be  treanon  to  the  South. — 
And  will  the  South  be  divided  upon  this  issue? — 
Will  she  not  dismiss  party  names,  nnd  build  herself 
up  into  one  great  unit  for  her  deliverance?  *  •  • 
The  great  party  which  controlled  the  Republic  for 
eighty  years  is  broken  nnd  disrupted.  It  kept  the 
twoeections  apart  from  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent struggle,  but  it  has  itself  fallen  to  pieces  in  the 
conflict  of  principle;  und  the  North  undthe  South 
now  stand  face  to  face,  while  each  is  touching  the 
lifted  shield  with  the  point  of  the  spear.  Dream 
after  dream  has  floated  before  us,  and  vanished 
never  to  return;  illusion  after  illusion  has  broken 
up  and  drifted  away,  and  we  are  awakened  to  a 
conflict  which  cannot  beavoided  without  dishonor, 
and  in  which  we  cannot  be  vanquished  without 
ruin.  The  South  now  stands  upon  the  Constitu- 
tion, coicf  her  standard  in  in  the  hantln  of  Breckin- 
ridge and  Lecne.  Let  her  sons  rally  to  it,  and  un- 
der it,  move  on  to  "Equality  in  the  Union,  or  Inde- 
pendence ottt  of  it.' 

"But  should  the  Black  Republican  party  obtain 
power,  and  the  South  remain  passive,  what  then? 
While  I  invoked  co-operation;  while  I  appeal  to 
the  States  around  to  be  true  to  their  honor,  yet,  if 
these  fail,  I  wilt  countet  the  State  alone,  if  nece**ary 
and  ut  all  hazardn,  to  necede  front  the  Union.  Any 
fate  is  better  than  degradation  and  a  slow-con- 
suming tyranny.  The  Federal  Government  might 
be  abolished  to-morrow,  and  the  South  would  only 
know  it  through  the  removal  of  burdens  and  the 
withdrawal  of  oppression.  Every  volume  of  the 
Federal  Statutes  might  be  burnt,  and  the  South 
would  never  know  that  anjinjury  bad  been  done  to 
her.  Her  protection  comes  from  her  State  gov- 
ernments, and  under  those  alone,  if  the  Union 
were  in  ruins,  she  could  achieve  her  safety  und 
prosperity.  She  will  meet  the  future  with  organ- 
ized governments,  and  not  in  a  confused  and  cha- 
otic condition. 


In  my  judgment,  if  the  Black  Republican  par- 
ty succeeds  in  the  coming  election,  the  Governor 
hould  immediately  annrmble  the  Lcgitleiture,  and  'hot 
ins  should  provide  for  a  State  Convention,  which 
thonld  protect  the  State  from  the  dishonor  of  nubmii- 
nion  to  Black  Republican  rule." 

To  similar  purport  cx -Governor  Hebert,  of  Lou- 
isiana, writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  July  26th, 
Ifijll  , 

The  secession  of  the  Southern  delegation  at 
Charleston  and  Baltimore,  upon  a  principal  so  vital 
to  us,  and  the  filial  nomination  of  Messrs.  Breck- 
inridge aud  Lane  upon  this  principle,  prove  that 
the  South  bus  at  last  come  loher  senses,  and  open- 
declared  her  determination  to  accept  'the  re- 
ponsibiliticsyorcro' upon  her.'    i'or  once,  the  is 
sue  is  fairly  and  properly  made.    Let  us  trust  that 
ull  are  in  earnett,  and  that  the  matter  will  be  car- 
ried out.    Mr.  Seward — there  is  no  use  of  bciug 
blind  to  it — is  right:  there  is,  or  soon  will  be,  'an 
irrepressible  conflict.'    When  the  war  of  words  is 
over,  and  things  come  to  the  worst,  an  inont  assured- 
unt  happen,  let  us  hope  thnt  no  one  w  ill  be  ab- 
sent from  •roll-coll.'" 

Mr.  William  E.  Martin,  a  delegate  to  the  Rich- 
mond Convention  from  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, holds  in  a  recent  letter  the  following  Inn 
guage,  which  is  remarkable  for  its  frankness  in  re- 
gard to  the  effects  likely  to  result  from  the  elec- 
tion of  either  a  Democratic  ora  Republican  Presi- 
dent. (The  reader  will  draw  his  own  inferences 
from  Mr.  Martin's  sileuce  in  regard  to  the  election 
of  u  President  pledged  to  a  "Constitutional 
Union:") 

"The  people  of  the  South  ure  prepared  to  act 
with  a  dignity  worthy  of  the  great  issues  and  their 
own  bright  history.  They  know  the  crisis  is  inev- 
itable. The  election  of  a  Democrat  may  found  a  hol- 
low truce,  or  the  enceeuofo  Black  Republican  may 
at  once  precipitate  it  upon  Mi,  In  either  event,  it  is 
only  a  question  of  time." 

To  these  add  the  following  declarations  contain- 
ed in  a  recent  letter  from  Ex -Speaker  Orr,  of 
South  Carolina,  nnother  of  Mr.  Breckinridge's 
supporters,  and  heretofore  known  for  bis  conserva- 
tive predilections: 

Lincoln  and  liumlin,  the  Black  Republican 
nominees,  will  be  elected  in  November  next,  and 
the  South  will  then  decide  the  great  quc.-tioii 
wbethor  tbey  will  submit  to  the  domination  of 
Black  Republican  rule— the  fundamental  principle 
of  their  organization  being  un  open,  undisguised, 
and  declared  war  upon  our  social  institutions.  1 
believe  that  the  honor  and  safety  of  the  South,  iu 
that  contingency,  will  require  the  prompt  secession 
of  the  slaveholding  States  from  the  Union,  and 
failing  then  to  obtain  from  the  free  States  addi- 
tional aud  higher  guarantees  for  the  protection  of 
our  rights  and  property,  that  the  seceding  States 
*houtd  proceed  to  establish  a  new  government.  But, 
whilst  I  think  such  would  be  the  imperative  duty 
of  the  South,  I  emphatically  reprobate  und  repu- 
diate any  scheme  having  for  its  object  the  sepurate 
secession  of  South  Carolina.  If  Georgia,  Ala- 
bama, and  Mississippi  alone,  giviug  us  u  portion 
of  the'Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts,  would  unite  with 
this  State  in  a  common  secession  upon  the  election 
of  a  Black  Republican,  t  would  give  my  assent  to  the 
policy." 

We  confess  that,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
we  Bhould  find  it  difficult  to  explain  the  hot  haste 
with  which  these  gentlemen  come  forward  to  as- 
sure us  that  their  candidates  are  already  beaten, 
and  that  Mr.  Lincoln  is  already  virtually  elected. 
One  would  suppose  tbat  a  decent  respect  for  the 
distinguished  gentlemen  who  accepted  the  nomi 
nation  of  the  seceding  Democracy  would  preserve 
their  friends  from  the  incivility  of  vieing  with 
their  adversaries  in  the  unliable  office  of  thus 
whistling  them  down  the  wind"  ut  the  very 
threshold  of  the  canvass.    And  it  is  this  singular 
alacrity  for  defeat  which,  we  suppose,  has  begot 
ten  the  suspicion  in  certain  minds,  that  the  anliei 
pated  result  is  not  unwelcome  to  some,  if  it  can 
be  made  an  available  means  to  disunion  ends.— 
For  ourselves,  wo  prefer  to  accept  these  frank  ud 
missions  in  simple  evidence  of  the  intelligence 
and  sincerity  of  those  who  make  them,  and,  with 
out  venturing  ut  all  to  question  the  accuracy  ot 
these  predictions  iu  regard  to  Mr.  Breckinridge's 
hunces,"  ne  take  leave  to  say  that  the  friends 
of  Bell  and  Everett  do  not  share  in  uny  such  de 
spondency  with  regard   to  the  election  of  their 
candidates.     The  deep  and  deepening  popular 
sympathy  enlisted  in  support  of  the  cause  inaugu 
rated  by  the  Constitutional  Union  Party,  already 
affords  the  most  animating  incuinite«  lo  persever 
ing  effort,  und  invites,  we  think,  the  cordial  co-op 
eration  of  all  in  whom  the  love  of  country  is  su 
perior  to  the  love  of  party. 

If  wc  are  usked  whether,  iu  these  reflections  on 
tho  disunion  tendencies  confessed  by  so  many 
among  the  supporters  of  Breckinridge  und  Lane, 
we  intend  the  intimation  that  these  gentlemen  are 
the  witling  or  conscious  representatives  of  uny 
9ucb  sentiment,  we  have  only  to  repeat  the  dis 
claimer  made  in  a  previous  article.  We  regret  the 
unfortunate  association  into  which  they  have  been 
thrown  by  the  "inexorable  logic"  of  their  position 
—an  associatkm  which  we  are  sure,  must  be  us  lit- 
tle congenial  to  their  taste,  as  it  threatens,  and  we 
must  Hdmit  with  justice,  to  be  fatal  to  their  pros 
pacts.  On  Ibis  score  we  hate  only  to  udopt  the 
following  lunguageheld  by  the  venerable  and  elo 
qucntCrittenden  in  his  patriotic  speech  delivered 
at  Louisville  on  the  2d  inst: 

"We  are  now  left  to  compare  Mr.  Bell  with  the 
third  caudidate  who  stands  in  opposition  -Mr. 
Breckinridge.  And  here  again,  us  in  respect  to 
Mr.  DouglaB,  my  objection  is  not  to  the  enndidate 
as  an  individual.  I  should  hope  that  Mr.  Breck 
inridge  is  not  a  disunion  man.  [A  voice,  'Yes,  he 
is.']  He  ought  not  to  be.  He  belongs  to  a  tribe 
of  faithful,  devoted  Union  men — the  tribe  of  Ken 
tuckians.  He  must  have  been  seduced  away  from 
rkinridgeund  the  path  of  his  duty  far  from  the  path  in  which 
the  impulses  of  his  blood  ought  to  curry  him,  if  he 
has  become  a  disunionist.  But  Mr.  Breckinridge 
has  made  himself  the  head  of  a  party.  Ho  is  part 
and  parcel  of  the  present  purposes  of  that  party 
and,  as  in  the  ca6e  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  we  must  judge 
of  his  public  course  by  the  party  that  he  consents 
to  represent. 

"Who  are  they?    Thero  is  not  a  disunionist 
South  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  Line  that  I  know  of 
who  does  not  belong  to  that  party.    We  have  for 
u  long  time  beard  mutterings  of  disunion  in  the 
South — more   than  mutterings,   more  than  the 
whispering  of  such  sentiments.    We  have  seen 
them  pronounced  by  high  men  in  high  places.— 
We  have  seen  conventions  assemble  for  the  pur 
pose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  disunion.  Wi 
nave  seen  it  first  assume  the  charucterund  name  ■ 
nullification — the  State  claiming  the  right  to  an 
nul  tho  laws  passed  by  the  whole  people  of  the 
United  States;  to  unnul  acts  of  Congress;  and  from 
that  day  to  this  we  have  seen  it  assuming  one 
form  and  another  form,  one  face  and  another,  one 
pretext  and  another,  by  this  man  and  by  that,  by 
conventions  assembled  for  the  purpose,  by  open 
negotiations  carried  on  between  the  Stutes,  and  by 
public  declarations  that  the  movement  was  post 
pnned  because  not  enough  States  iu  the  South 
could  be  got  into  the  enterprise  to  make  it  sue 
cessful.    We  have  seen  all  these  evidences  of 
spirit  of  disunion.    It  is  not  material  to  say  now 
from  what  cnuses  this  spirit  bos  sprung;  but  let 
me  for  u  single  moment  allude  to  this  subject. - 
Why  are  tbey  for  a  dissolution  of  the  Union? 
What  harm  has  this  Union  done?    Wrongs  may 
have  been  done  individuals.    They  may  have  re 
ceived  wrongs  by  unjust  legislation  upon  the  part 
of  Congress.  Our  great  men  may  not  have  had  their 
fair  share  of  public  honors  from  the  hands  of  the 
President.    They  may  have  received  wrongs  of 
this  sort,  but  is  the  Union  the   author  of  such 
wrongs?    What  is  the  remedy    which   must  lie 
sought?    It  is  to  turn  out  of  their  places  in  the 
proper  constutional  mode  those  who  have  misad 
ministered   the  Government.    The  Government 
has  done  no  wrong.    They  commund  equal  justice 
to  be  done  to  every  man  and  every  Stute  and 
every  section.    Their  agents  muy  have  disobeyed 
their  injunctions,  and  everything  may  have  been 
done  wrong  through  individuals,  but  individual 
are  amenable.    What  remedy  would  the  destruc 
tion  of  the  Constitution  afford  ?    Could  they  get 
out  of  its  ruins  indemnity  for  the  wrongs  on  ac 
count  of  which  they  would  tear  it  down?  Could 


that  give  any  satisfaction  ?  Could  it  make  any 
atonement?  No.  And  yet  by  some  strange  per- 
versity or  other  their  minds  have  been  brought  to 
look  upon  disunion  as  a  remedy  for  political 
wrongs.  The  Federal  Union  has.  caused  none  of 
them;  the  destruction  of  it  wonld  be  a  rcmedv  for 


none,  but  the  greatest  nftall  evils  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States. 

"Others  have  taken  a  different  view  of  it.  They 
look  with  disaffection^  towards  the'Union,  and 
openly  avow  it.  The  ultra  Southern  States  par- 
ticipate in  thU  feeling,  and  Senators  in  Congress  

men.  1  know,  of  character 'and  reputation  es- 

pou.-e  ibe  same  fatal  cause.  This  is  the  party  of 
which  we  may  eutertain  apprehensions  that  it  will 
effect  the  dismemberment  of  the  Government.— 
Muny  of  its  members  are  noble'cpirited  gentle- 
men. It  is  only  upon  this  ono  subject  they  have 
been  misled  or  have  misled  themselves.  They 
have  been  betrayed  into  this* delusion. ^In  all 
other  respects  tbey  are  generous  and  of  high  c  har- 
acter,  but  the  spirit  of  disunion  prevails  among 
them,  und  it  is  only  the  more  dungerous  when  en- 
tertained  by  such  men.  They  openly  tulk  about 
it,  tbey  write  about  it,  they  invite  it.  They  have 
rocked  themselves  into  the  belief  that  the  Govern- 
ment must  be  dissolved.  They  want  to  meet  the 
imugined  necessity  at  once;  tbey  want  to  dissolve 
the  Union  immediately,  to  precipitate  the  people 
into  it.  The  people,  forsooth,  are  not  so  far-see- 
ing as  they  are.  The  leaders  anticipate  overt  acts 
on  the  part  of  the  Republicans,  und  want  now  to 
effect  a  revolution  in  the  cotton  Slates,  and  estab- 
lish u  new  Government.  These  sentiments  per- 
ade  the  South,  and  make  up  the  body  und  soul  of 
the  party  which  has  nominated  our  fellow -citizen, 
Mr.  Breckinridge,  us  its  candidate  for  the  Presi 
deney.  Is  there  no  danger  that  by  electing  bim 
would  give  new  energy  to  that  destructive 
impulse,  and  new  power  to  this  disunion  senti- 
ment, nnd  to  the  cause  of  disunion?'  Mr.  Breck- 
inridge himself  follows  in  the  lead.  He  is  part 
and  parcel  of  the  great  party.  Y'ou  see  this  by 
his  nomination  and  acceptance  of  it,  and  can  hence 
foresee  with  clearness  the  disasters JthatSvould 
follow  his  success.  Possibly  it  may  be  the  polioy 
of  those  who  nominated  him  to  unite  old  Ken- 
tucky to  this  new  Confederacy.  Old  Kentucky  is 
quite  an  important  State  in  this  Union.  She  is  the 
heart  of  it — she  in  the  heart  of  it.  [Immense  en- 
thusiasm.] To  obtain  her  concurrence  is  of  the 
greatest  possible  consequence  to  those  who  fancy 
thnt  tbey  can  make  a  Republic  in  the  South  more 
lorious  nnd  more  prosperous  than  the  groat  Re- 
public of  which  we  now  form  a  part.  Such  have 
been  their  plans  for  a  long  time.  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  which  old  General  Gaines  called  the 
two  military  States  of  the  Union,  have  laid  in  the 
way  of  that  sort  of  treachery  to  the  Union.  They 
are  two  States  not  easily  overcome;  and  though  I 
would  not  wish  to  diminish  the  honorof  Mr.  Breck- 
inridge's nomination  as  he  him  self  concieves  it,  yet 
I  imagine  thero  are  thousands  in  the  South  who 
Would  go  for  Mr.  Breckinridge  mainly  in  the  hope 
that  it  might  be  the  means  of  annexing  Kentucky 
as  a  sort  of  frontier  province  to  this  Southern  Re- 
public of  cotton  States  that  is  to  be  made.  If 
they  can  bring  about  that  union,  if  they  can  bring 
over  old  Kentucky  and  make  her  an  ally  of  their 
scheme  for  the  dismemberment  of  this  confeder- 
acy, ami  the  erection  of  a  seperate  Republic,  it 
would  be  a  matter  of  very  little  consequence 
whether  Mr.  Breckinridge  was  elected  or  not. — 
They  would  rather  have  Kentucky  for  their  ally 
than  Mr.  Breckinridge  for  their  President.  There 
is  no  disunionist  in  the  South  who  would  not  make 
that  choice.  I  fear  this.  I  am  a  Union  man,  and 
particularly  jeulous  of  everything  that  threaten: 
the  existence  of  the  Union." 

That  Mr.  Crittendeu  did  not  speak  without  ra 
tional  presumptions  in  thus  defining  the  conjec- 
tural motives  which  induced  the  lenders  of  this 
movement  to  select  a  Kentnckian  as  their  standard 
bearer,  might  be  inferred  from  the  intelligence  and 
the  integrity  which  that  venerable  statesman  and 
patriot  brings  to  the  formation  and  expression  of 
all  his  opinions;  for  it  is  well  known  that  the  hon- 
orable loyalty  of  Kentucky    to  the  Union  bat 
sometimes  been  objected  to  her  as  a  source  of  re 
proacb  by  those  who  have  not  always  been  able  to 
secure  from  her  a  ready  indorsement  of  their  ex 
tremo  views  and  measures.    When,  for  instance, 
in  1858,  it  was  sought  to  identify  the  honor  nnd 
interests  of  the  South  with  the  fate  of  the  Le 
•ouipton  Constitution,  then  pending  in  Congress 
the  Slate  of  Kentucky,  as  represented  in  part  by 
Mr.  Crittenden,  declined  the  association.  For 
this  conviction  of  public  duty  her  Senator  was 
taxed  with  a  want  of  fealty  to  her  rights.,  though 
the  purity  of  his  motives    was  conceded,  and, 
the  same  time,  a   four   wus   expressed  lest 
Kentucky  at  that  day  loved  the  I  nion  "not  wise 
ly  but  too  well."    We  quote  from  a  speech  deliver 
ed  l.y  Mr.  Toombs,  iu  the  Senate  of  the  United 
Stutes  on  the  LHlhlof  March,  1858: 

1  do  not  wonder  that  1  should  differ  with  my 
friend  on  this  question  ;  it  is  the  legitimate  result 
of  the  overthrow  of  the  Missouri  restriction.— 
What  wns  the  effect  ot  this  repeal  upon  bis  con 
stituonts  and  mine?    We  restored  to  the  Ketuoki 
an,  in  common  with  with  ull  his  brethren  of  the 
Union,  the  long  lost  right  to  carry  his  slave  into 
all  the  Territories  of  tho  Union.    This  edict  of 
exclusion  was  overthrown,  and  his  countrymen 
and  miue  were  theroby  restored  to  their  just  rights 
in  the  Territories.    This  is  her  right,  sir.  Is 
Kentucky  prepared  to  surrender  i  ?    No,  sir,  nev 
er,  neverl    I  know  her  history;  it  ie  one  of  which 
she  may  be  justly  proud.    1  know  the  valor,  the 
prowess,  the  intrepidity,  and  the  lofty  patriotism 
of  her  sons.    /  know,  too,  that,  like  my  friend'* 
her  devotion  to  the  Union  in  tleep  and  abiding 
have  sometime*  feared  that  her  danger  wan  that  nhe 
might  'lirve  not  wisely  tut  too  well;'  tltather  weerthlp 
of  it  bordered  on  idolatry." 

Having  thus  placed  before  our  readers  u  tew  of 
the  indications  on  which  the  charge  of  disunion 
tendencies  is  ascribed  to  cortain  Democratic  poli- 
ticians at  the  South,  together  with  the  frank  uvow 
uls  made  by  some  to  the  effect  that  they  will  seek 
to  precipitate  a  dissolution  of  the  Union  in  cane 
of  an  unacceptable  result  in  the  approaching 
Presidential  election,  it  remains  for  us  to  point 
the  mornl  suggested  by  the  review  through  which 
we  have  passed  in  a  history  of  those  issues  that 
have  from  time  to  time  been  raised  against  the  in 
tegrity  and  stability  of  the  Union,  us  traced  in  our 
paper  on  Saturday  last  and  to-day 

We  may  say.  then,  in  the  first  place,  that  this 
retrospect  seems  clearly  enough  to  indicate  that 
the  faults  aud  the  blunders  by  which  tho  North 
and  the  South  havo  been  embroiled  in  controversy 
are  of  ancient  date  and  of  repeated  occurrence 
proceeding  sometimes  from  the  one  side  nnd  some 
times  from  the  other.    With  everything  in  the 
character  of  the  two  sections  to  conciliate  a  mutu 
al  regard,  strengthened  by  the  interdependence  of 
their  material  interests,  there  have  not  been  want 
ing  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  a  few  zealots 
iu  each  who,  making  it  their  mission  to  stir  up 
civil  disaffection  and  strife  between  kindred  com 
munities  and  sister  States,  havo  been  only  too 
successful  iu  practicing  on  the  credulity  of  their 
adherents. 

It  also  nppeur>.  from  the  tenor  of  the  review 
which  wehavespread  before  our  reudcrs,  thatdis 
union  bus  been  habitually  urged  by  a  certain  clas 
of  restless  spirits,  sometimes  on  frivolous  und 
sometimes  on  the  most  contradictory  pretexts,  un 
til,  in  the  end,  the  effect  of  this  pctulence  is  seen 
in  the  fact  thut  "disunion  cries"  have  bocome 
well  nigh  powerless  for  the  only  purpose  to  which 
it  can  be  legitimately  sought  to  apply  them— that 
of  impressing  upon   the  Northern  mind  a  be 
lief  in  the  reality  ol  the  strong  convictions  which 
could  alone  justify  such  extreme  appeals.  The 
too  frequent  intervention  of  u  deun  ex  machina, 
which  is  equally  invoked  for  every  chance  emer 
gency— for  the  success   of  a  favorite  political 
measure  yesterday  (as  in  the  case  of  the  Lecomp- 
ton  Constitution,)  or  of  u  fuvorite  political  candi- 
date, (as  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Breckinridge)— has 
robbed  the  device  of  any  moral  power  it  may  huve 
once  possessed.    In  the  face  of  this  fact  it  is  not  a 
little  singular  to  find  the  very  men  who  ure  respon- 
sible for  it  complaining  that  their  menace*  ure  no 


longer  heeded  at  the  North.  To  this  purport  Mr. 
Rbett  spoke  as  follow!  in  the  meeting  held  nt 
Charleston  on  the  Vth  of  July  last,  toj-atify  ihe 
nominations  of  the  Richmond  Convention: 

•I  do  not  say  whai  1  may  do  in  the  eventof  a 
Black  Republican  being  elected.  You  may  think 
and  enter  upon  resolve...  The  difficulty  is,  if  you 
make  up  your  minds  to  that  alternative,  they 
would  not  believe  you.  They  would  believe  that 
you  were  merely  talking.  These  men  have  no 
more  idea  that  the  (  nion  is  iu  danger  than  any 
other  hearsay.  They  have  no  confidence  in  your 
courage,  decision,  and  regard  lor  liberty,  'i'hey 
believe  that  yon  will  submit  to  tbeir.aggressionM 
as  ignoble  slaves,  end  tbey  to-day  go  on  with  their 
ignoble  aggressions,  stepping  step  by  step,  until 
they  filially  lift  the  ulgBty  wave  of  abolition  and 
ruin." 

If  these  lemarks  are  true,  they  reflect  only  on 
that  class  of  Southern  politicians  whom  a  North 
Carolina  contemporary  calls  "the  ultimatum  mil- 
kers."  As  the  Southern  people  never  authorized 
the  language  held  bt  these  officious  gentlemen, 
it  would  be  more  uiodct  in  them,  as  well  as  more 
discreet,  to  take  upon  their  own  shoulders  the 
onus  of  tbat  discredit  iu  which  they  seek  to  in- 
volve their  whole  section.  We  do  not  pause  to 
point,  in  addition,  to  the  folly  of  publishing  "re 
solves,"  which,  according  to  Mr.  Rbett,  are  re- 
garded ut  the  North  only  as  "uny  other  hearsay." 
If  such  demonstrations  ore  so  useless  in  that 
quarter,  we  venture  to  pronounce  tbem  doubly 
useless,  in  the  name  of  nil  gallant  nnd  loyal  South- 
rons, who  will  be  uuder  the  necessity  of  ever  re- 
curring to  the  brave  "resolutions"  parsed  by  uny 
disunion  Convention,  in  order  to  ascertain  when 
their  rights  have  been  invaded,  and  what  shall  be 
the  mode  and  mensure  of  their  redress.

TUB  CONSISTENCY  OK  A  VANCBTITB. 

The  editor  of  the  Commonwealth  is  re- 
publishing the  old  article  which  appeared 
in  the  Statesman,  last  spring,  but  which  was 
withdrawn  the  succeeding  week.  The 
Statesman  held,  during  the  gubernatorial 
canvass  of  last  year,  the  position  it  now  has 
in  the  Territorial  question. — hex,  Statesman, 
24  Aug.,  1859. 

Here  is  "the  old  article  "which  we  repub- 
lished, and'  which  appeared  in  the  Statesman 
ast  spring :  " 

"There  can  be  no  doubl  thai  the  Demo- 
cratic party  in  Kentucky  is  opposed  to  the 
intervention  of  Congress  for  any  purpose  or 
for  the  exercise  of  any  pouer  over  slavery 
in  the  Territories.' — Lex  Statesman,  May  6(A, 
1859. 

And  which  the  editor  of  the  Statesman 
says  was  "withdrawn  the  succeeding  week." 
We  have  the  Statesman  of  the  succeeding 
week  before  us.  We  are  unable  to  find  the 
withdrawal  ol  the  article  or  a  disavowal  of 
the  sentiments  contained  therein  But  we 
do  find  the  following  editorial  in  the  States- 
man of  the  13th  May,  1859,  which  we  pub- 
lish verbatim  tt  literatim.  Read: 

Non -Intervention. 

"In  the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Democracy  of  Shelby  county,  held  on  the 
9th  inst.,  which  proceedings  we  lind  in  the 
Louisville  Courier  of  yesterday,  we  find  the 
following  resolutions  on  Congressional  in- 
tervention : 

1.  That  the  Democracy  of  Shelby  this  day  re- 
new their  pledge  lo  maintain  Ihe  doctrine  of 
,.o/.  .  ;.(<■/ snifi'o/i  by  Congress,  upon  the  subject  of 
slavery  in  the  Territories. 

2.  That  we  repudiate  intervention  as  Imught 
with  danger  to  the  integrity  of  our  party,  the 
interest  of  the  South,  and  the  perpetuity  of  the 
Union;  as  at  war  with  our  plighted  faith  and 
avowed  i-reed,  us  solemnly  defined  by  the  c.»iu- 
prouiise  of  1850,  ratified  by  ihe  Kahsu Nebraska 
act.  and  indorsed  by  ihe  ■  inninuuii  platform. 

Here  are  briefly  and  emphatically  ex- 
pressed sound  Demoi-ralic  sentiments,  senti- 
ments which  nine-tenths  of  the  Democracy 
of  Kentucky  will  res|K)nd  to  with  enthusi- 
asm. Similar  resolutions  were  passed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Democracy  of  Campbell  last 
week,  at  which  Mr.  Stevenson  made  a 
lengthy  and  powerful  speech  in  favor  of  the 
resolutions  Mi.  Swvmuoii  will  be  a  candi- 
date for  re-election,  ami  with  Magoffin,  Pey- 
ton, Burnett,  and  the  whole  Democratic 
State  ticket,  so  far  ns  we  are  informed,  as 
well  as  the  whole  Democratic  press  of  Ken- 
tucky, with  two  or  three  exceptions,  will 
stand  upon  this  great  national  Democratic 
platform.  Non-interference  is  an  establish- 
ed principle  of  the  Democratic  party,  and 
the  Kentucky  Democracy  heartily  responds 
to  it.  It  is  willing  to  abide  by  the  Dred 
Scott  decision,  which  holds  that  slavery 
exists  in  all  the  Territories  of  the  Union; 
and.  therefore,  for  the  present,  we  art'  con- 
tented lo  let  right  of  property  rest  upon  the 
basis  defined  by  the  Constitution  and  the 
Courts,  and  depend  upon  the  protection  the 
Constitution  and  the  Courts  aflord.  Stacery 
is  already  sufficiently  protected  by  the  Constitu- 
tional protection  now  existing,  whenever  protec- 
tion is  demanded,  and  will  be  of  practical  ad- 
vantage lo  (he  South.  If  such  adequate  protec- 
tion does  not  already  exist,  there  dors  not  exist 
such  a  Congress  as  the  South  ran  safely  look  to 
for  protection  ;  and  if  a  Congress  c-ould  be  elect- 
ed tohich  would  grant  eoery  protection,  demanded 
TeO protection  could  b,  afforded  more  efficient  than 
that  already  existing,  and  if  provided  for,  cmdd 
»t  be  exercised  where  most  needa  I 
Let  the  South  be  careful,  that  lest  strug 
gling  for  the  shadow.,  she  lose  the  substance 
The  Democracy  of  Kentucky  stand  upon  the 
'incinuati  platform,  on  the  high  national 
grounds,  and  we  cannot  think  that  theclam- 
otu  for  intervention  by  a  few  journals,  will 
have  any  influence  with  them  in  causing 
them  lo  abandon  their  principles.  Nor,  can 
we  think,  that  anything  will  be  gained  by 
them  in  their  attempts  to  distract  the  party, 
and  injure  the  true  friends  of  pure  Democra- 
cy, by  impugning  their  motives  and  misrep- 
resenting their  sentiments.  The  South  does 
not  now  ask  for  further  Cangressiorial  protec 
"Ion.  It  is  not  demanded.  The  plighted 
faith  of  the  national  Democracy  is  for  non- 
intervention, and  therefore,  the  agitation  for 
slave  code  or  Congressional  interference 
should  no  longer  be  kept  up  for  the  advan- 
tage of  our  opponents  and  our  distraction 
and  detriment.'  — Lex.  States-may,,  Ma,j  1J 
1859
